HYDE AFFIDAVITS 
TO THE GRAND JURY 


District Attorney Begins an In- 
quiry Into the “ Hostile Com- 


ments”’ Put In for Him. 


DENIALS FROM MANY MEN 


Twoscore of Those Quoted as Ex- 
pressing Bias Against Hyde 
Swear They Said Nothing, 


District Attorney Whitman began an in- 
vestigation yesterday of the affidavits 
submitted to the court by counsel for ex- 
City Chamberlain Charies H. Hyde, ask- 
ing for u change of venue on the ground 
that the community here is so prejudiced 
against Mr. Hyde that he cannot get a 
fair tria] in this county. 

Nearly 800 of these affidavits were sub- 
mitted to the court, and in each sdme one 
was sworn to have said something. shdw- 
ing violent bias against the former City 
Chamberlain.

BERLIN, Dec. 28 More than fifty 
deaths have occurred since’ Tuesday night 
in consequence of ptomaine poisoning in 
the Municipal Shelter for the’ Homeless 
in Berlin. Fifteen of the destitute male 
inmates died last night or this morning, 
while sixty or seventy are seriously ill 
in hospitals in the city. 

Cases are being rushed to the hospitals 
at such a rate that statistics cannot keep 
up with them. There is a rapid proces- 
sion of ambulances to the hospitals from

bel Strasse, in the eastern part of the 
city. 

The affair is now assuming such pro- 
portions that doubts are being expressed 
that the deaths were due to the eating 
of decayed fish, particularly since other 
cases have been reported from another 
Municipal Shelter and from the jail. 

The authorities, however, still adhere 
to the theory that the poisoning was 
caused by the victims eating decayed 
herring which some had taken into the 
shelter to add to the food provided there. 
The symptoms of some of the patients 
correspond to those of cholera, but sev- 
eral post mortem examinations, it is 
stated, have proved absolutely the non- 
existence of cholera.

Prof. Humphreys flies his kites with a 
steam engine from a power house and 
has sent them up ten miles and more as 
a regular practice from day to day.

He said that really there were no 
“holes” in the air, scientifically speak- 
ing, but “there are conditions, however, 
where sustaining power for aeroplanes 
disappears.” 

“First of all," he said. “if. a real 
vacuum in the atmosphere ever suddenly 
came to exist the air would rush in from 
the sides with the -velocity of sound 
waves, which is faster than any aero- 
plane has yet traveled. 

“But we do know. that aeroplanes sud- 
denly seem to lose their lifting power. 
One cause of this is due to the fact that 
the alr is by no means homogeneous in 
nature, and that various strata exist 
which move one upon the other as easily 
as air moves over water and with the 
same disturbing effects: upon the surface 
of the ‘lower stra

Bellicose Parson Says, “ Roosevelt 
Should Have Waited Tu After 
“the Dinner with His Piping.”

If any stray handfuls of white feathers 
‘came floating’ down from. the Waldorf 
yesterday ‘they were from a dove. Oscar, 
the hotel chef, wasn't killing it. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee. of the Citizens’ Peace 
Dinner was at work in Room 116.

retary of the committee, without directly 
méntioning his name, for issuing staté- 
ments to the press and failing to trans- 
mit the official invitation of the commit- 


i tee to Col. Roosevelt to attend the dinner; 


despite his well-known attitude on the 
peace treaties. The resolution, finally, 
said there was harmony, and always had 
been, among all in the committee. Passed 
hastily in his absence, it first angered, 
and then bottled up Mr. Bloomer, as far 
as further utterances to the, press are 
concerned. 

It was a hard-fought day. At its close,

gged their weary, war-worn limbs

HALT TRIAL FOR ARGUMENT 


Defendants’ Counsel Holds This Has 
Nothing to Do with Charge of 
Fixing Meat Prices.

CHICAGO, Dec. 28—The attempt of 
Pierce Butler, special counsel for the 
Government, to introduce evidence con- 
cerning the Kenwood Company, the but- 
terine and oleo branch of the packing 
industry, caused to-day the first excite- 
ment in the case against the indicted 
packers since the examination of wit- 
nesses was begun. On Tuesday A. H. 
Veeder of counsel for the packers stated 
that he knew or remembered nothing re- 
garding the Kenwood Company. But 


when the chartér was produced this aft- 
ernoon, and the Government wanted it 


read into the record, vigorous objections 
were made, and the jury was excluded 
from court while the lawyers argued. 

Levy Mayer, counsel for the packers, 
angrily declared that Mr. Butler was en- 
deavoring: to prove a charge distinct from 
any in the indictment. He cited numer- 
ous cases in support of his contention, 
and asked permission to read authorities. 
Court adjourned without a decision being 
made. 

The Government contends that the Ken- 
wood Company, which was organized by 
the packers in 1900, and continued in 


business until 1905, wag one of the al-. 


leged pools. It is alleged that the Ken- 
wood Company dealt in oleo and. the 
Aetna Trading Company in casings. The 
Government expects to show that the 
Kenwood Company profits were 285.7 per 
cent., $4,000,000 in one year on its $14,000 
capital stock. The profits of the Aetna 
Trading Company are alleged to have 
been proportionately large. 

Objection came when Albert H. Veeder 
was questioned: in regard to these sub- 
sidiary companies. 

“We have a right to know what the 
Government intends to prove by going 
into the business of. these companies and 
what relation it has to this company,” 
said Levy Mayer, counsel for the defense. 
“The Kenwood Comp&ny dealt in oleo 
and the Aetna Company in casings, and 
we cannot understand what relation.this 
has to the allegations ‘made in the indict- 
ment that there was a combination to 
control the price of fresh meat and the 
price paid in the purchase of cattle. For 
this reason we contend: that this testi- 
mony is incompetent, and ask to have it 
excluded. 

“Standing alone I do not sée the rele- 
vancy of this testimony, but it. may lead 
to something connected with the acts 
charged in the indictment,” said Judge 
Carpenter.

IN EFFECT ON JANUARY. 1 


German Post Office Department Offi- 
clally Announces the Cut on the 
German Cable—More to Follow. 


More developments came in the. cable 
war last night when the French. Tele- 
graph Cable Company announced that 
beginning Jan. 1 it would accept plain 
language cablegrams to England, France, 
and Germany at half the rate of code 
messages. Full rate business will take 
precedence over the reduced rate dis- 
patches, however. 

The French Company, which professes 
to have no alliance with either the West- 
ern Union or Commercial Company, says 
that these messages carry all the privi- 
leges of a regular cablegram and will be 
forwarded to their destination by tele- 
graph as soon as possible. The only pro- 
vision made is that they must be written 
in French or in the language of the coun- 
try of origin or destination, and all ab- 
breviations must be avoided. ,

gince the reduction early in the month by 
the Western Union Company on deferred

On Dee. 20 the Commercial Cable 
pent. announced that on and after Jan. 1 
t will transmit to Great Britain and Ire- 
land, subject to the conditions of accept- 
ance, messages written in plain — 
at a reduction of 50 per cent. from the 
charges of an ordinary message. 

These messages will only be delayed un- 
til ranking — have been dispatched 
and not more than twenty-four hours.

RESCUE 10 MEN FROM WRECK. 


Life Savers at Block Island Bring 
Ashore Crew of the Randall. 


BLOCK ISLAND, R. I., Dec. 28.—The 
four-masted schooner Mary Adelaide 
Randall of Port Jefferson, N. Y., coal 
laden, was cast upon the ledges west of 
Block Island by a terrific northwesterly 
gale early to-day, and four hours later 
ten men of the crew were rescued by the 
Block Island life savers. 

The rescue was. accomplished only after 
the life saving crew had tried repeatedly 
to reach the stranded craft. The Ran- 
dall. was bound from Norfolk for New 
London, Conn. : 

The 4 A. M.'patrol of the Block Island 
station had just started out on his. beat 
when he discerned the outlines of a 
schooner driving toward the west beach, 
He burned his signal light and called up 
the statien, but before the life sayers 
reached the scene the schooner had 
struck the ledges and was being ground 
to pieces. The vessel was .carried to 
within a quarter of a mile of the beach, 
when she filled and sank. Her position 
was so uncertain and the gale so strong 
that the life savers had to wait until 
daylight before beginning operations. In 
the meantime, the New Shoreham and 
Sandy Point crews were summoned, and 
many. townspeople joined the band of 
watchers. 

Each time the life savers attempted to

along the beach.

SUPPOSED TO, HAVE “ PULL ¥ 
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Solicited Payments for Obtaining Auc- 
tioneers’ and Newsdealers’ Per- 
mits, Says the Complaint. 


The casual visitor: at the City Hall, 
if he is observant, will usually notice 
dozens of mysterious-looking men stand- 
ing about the corridors. From time to 
time they form little groups of two or 
three and whisper. together industtiously. 
‘af the casual visitor/asks who they are 
he is generally. told that they are “ poli- 
ticians,’ though why any real live poli- 
ucian should loat about the corridors 
day after aay nobody has ever been able 
to expiain. 

‘Some them have been on hand al- 
most daily for as long as anybody at 
the City Hall can remember, and even 
Lieut. Kennell, who is attached to the 
Mayor's office, has been puzzled to ac- 
count for their presence: When Mayor 
Gaynor gave orders last Winter that the 
doors should be kept open ail day to let 
in the fresh air, it was expected that one 
resuit would be the disappearance of 
these gentry, but it soon appeared that 
whatever their business was 1t was proof 
against the discouragement of chilling 
blasts. 

Commissioner of Accqunts Fosdick has 
just completed an investigation which 
; throws some light on the subject. At 
ij his instance two frequenters of the City 
Hall were arrested yesterday. They are 

Robert Raphaels of 61 West 183d Street, 
the Bronx, and Thomas J. Butler of 2704 
Morris Avenue, the Bronx. Mr. Fosdick 
lsays they. have made a_ business of 
i soliciting money from auctioneers, news- 
|dealers, and others on the theory that 
+they were in a position to obtain favors 
from city officials in the way of licenses, 
newsstand permits, &c. In reporting the 
matter to tne Mayor yesterday Mr. Fos- 
dick said the particular form of fraud 
concerned is by no means new or un- 
co on. 

*Bimilar. .deceptions,” ‘he continued, 
“have for years been practiced both in 
the Cy Hall and in other city office 
buildings where a crowd of semi-political 
camp-iollowers is attracted. | think it 
can bé said .without exaggeration that 
there is hardly a department head in the 
city who does not run the daily risk: of 
being ‘sold out’: by men who trade upon 
tgnvrance and credulity in saying . they 
represent him. The danger anG suspi- 
cion to which an official is thus exposed 
cannot: be overstated.”’ . ~ 

Commissioner Fosdick himself was an- 
noyed a year ago when he learned that 
a man he didn’t know was going around 
to dance halls on the west side, armed 
with a letterhead of the Department of 
Accounts and a tin shield, and obtaining 
money from them on the ground that it 
wes to used inf bribing Mr. Fosdick 
not to investigate them. The man was 
apprehended. and got a seritence of a 
year and a half. 

The investigation which culminated 
yesterday began about two weeks ago. 
It brought out these facts: - 

Got $200, but Says It-Was.a Loan, 

Charles Mooney, a newsdealer, with a 
stand at 116th Street and Lenox Avenue, 
was anxious to get a stand at 130th Street 
and Wighth Avenue. In April, 1911, John 
Bgan, formerly an Assemblyman and now 
a laborer in the County Clerk’s office, in- 
troduced him to Thomas Butler, who, it 
is alleged, offered to get him the stand 
in question for $209, —— to be paid 
by Butler tc “some man higher up in 
politics."" Mooney testified that he paid 
the S200 to Butler in the hall of the Reg- 
ister’s office in-the presence of Egan. 
Egan corroborated this. 

Upon Butler's failure to obtain the 
stand in question .Moopey turned the mat- 
ter over to ah attorney, John Hardiman 
of -27 William -Street, who was Able to 
get back part of the money. Butler ad- 
mitted receiving the $200, but said it was 
a * loan.” 

Henry H. Lazarus, formerly a City 
Marshal, testified that in the early part 
of 1911 he took up with Raphaels the 
proposition of obtaining from the Sinking 
Fund Commission a lease of certain prop- 
erty in 113th Street, between First and 
Second Avenues. Raphaels . introduced 
him to Butler, who, Mr. -Fosditk says, 
promised to. get the lease for $150, the 
money to be paid to a prominent city offi- 
cial, According to the testimony of Laza- 
rus, he made out a check for $150, paya- 
ble to bearer, and handed the money to 
Raphaels .to. give to Butler, Butler re- 
fusing to accept a check. The canceled 
check was introduced in evidence. The 
leasé was not obtained, nor was the 
money .returned. Butler denied receiving 
any money from Lazarus. 

Isaac Schmeidler of 111 Nassau Street, 
formerly of the firm \ Schmeidier & 
Bachrach, contractors, testified that he 
had paid Butler approximately $735 in 
various amounts, some of which was for 
“ straightening out’? tenement house vio- 
lations. The books of Schmeidier & Bach- 
rach showed “loans”’ to Butler and 
Raphaels tn the amount of $735. between 
October, 1910, ong January, 1911. Butler 
insisted that the $735 '.was ‘‘merely a 
loan,”’ which he was unable to per. 

Lovis Friedberg and Louis Ross, auc- 
tioneers,* at 1,237 Broadway, testified: that 
in February, 1911, they experienced ‘some

LAYS. IT TO JUDGE’S CHARGE 


Voted Twice for Conviction, ‘Although 
Crain Had Practically’ Made\the 
Acquittal Mandatory.” 


It was learned yesterday .on the best 
of authority that District Attorney Wit- 
man will appear before Judge Warren, W. 
Foster, in General Sessions, next month, 
and ask that Isaac Harris and Max 
Blanck, owners of the Triangle Waist 
Company, who were acquitted on Wednes- 
day of one of the indictments charging 
them with manslaughter in the first and 
second degree, be put on trial on one ot 
the six remaining indictments against 
them charging the same crime, only nam-, 
ing a different person as the victim. 

This information was obtained. yester- 
day after Victor Steinman, Juror 10, .& 
shirtwaist manufacturer at 72 East 160tn 
Stréet, had said that he could not rest 
because of his vote for acquittal and that 


he voted that way simply because «he 
could not do otherwise in face of Judge 
Crain’s charge. ha 

“T could not sleep all night long,”’ .said 
Mr. Steinman, “ because knew -I .had 
not done my duty to the people, but. b 
could not do it on account of the Judge's 
coarse, although I did vote once for con- 
viction.” 

Mr. Steinman was seen in his offices, at 
73-Franklin Street, and at first said he 
did not wish to say anything. Later, 
however, he consented to give his views 
of the case. He first said did not feel 
easy during the whole trial, on account 
of the character of the testimony, adding: 

“Yesterday, when we retired to. the 
juryroom my mind was so confused that 
I did not dare vote on the first’ballot. I 
knew that the public wanted some one 

unished and I believed that the Wash- 
ngton Place door was locked at the timé 
of the fire, but I could not make m 
feel certain that Harris and Blanck knew 
that it was locked, and 80, when the 
Judge charged us that we must know 
that it was locked, and must. know of 
our own personal knowledas. before . we 
could find them guilty, I did not know 
what to do.

Harris and Blanck knew that that door 
was locked of their own: personal know!l- 
edge. and I could*not forget that part.of 
the Judge’s charge. All\I could feel sure 
of was that the door was locked: 

“rwice J refused to vote, ‘and then: the 
jurors said that I must vote, and. when 
the next ‘ballot was taken I voted for 
conviction.. I voted for -acquittal on the 
next and last ballot, but my mind: -was 
confused. and the other jurors had‘ -de- 
manded that I show proof in the evidence 
that Harris and Blanck, knew that<the 
door was locked on’ the day of ‘the fire, 
and I could not do it.”

‘A’ crisis in the administration of 
Mayor GAYNOR, more -serious thar! he 
has realized, we think, may be passed 
succéssfilly if he will do two things. 
First, if he approves heartily Com- 
missioner Waupo's efforts to cut off the 
graft of the gamblers-and thoroughly 
understands their persistent efforts to 
undermine the Oommissioner, now is 
the time to make his opinion of this 
business unmistakably known. Second, 
we should expect from the Mayor com- 
plete appfoval of the plan to fix some 
definite term for the Commissionership. 
Whether a term of months or of years, 
it should be a definite term, within 
which the police force may lopk for no 
change of heads. And bodies of pub- 
lic-spirited men like the members of 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Mer- 
chants’ Association, the Board of Trade 
and Transportation, the Citizens’ 
Union, and the City Club should unite 
to uphold the hands of the Mayor and 
his Police Commissioner in their effort 
to have this principle duly ratified by 
the Legislature and made effective.

Doubtless .a union may 
strike to benefit itgelf and its members, 
but not to damage non-unionists. 
Every man must use his own rights 
so a8 not te infringe the rights of 
othérs, even the rights to work or not 
to work, which are not limited to 
untonists., The case of the British non- 
unionists who thought the unfon’s bur- 
dens were greater than ‘its benefits is 
the case of every citizen. 
. in this light the bravery of the non- 
unionists who refused to yield their 
opinion ia# as impressive as the 
readiness of the 800,000 to suffer 
deprivation. The massed force of 
trades unionism is as threatening as the 
massed force of capital. Trades union- 
ism announces principles which no mill- 
jonaire «would ‘dare to advance in sup- 
port of hig plans. Trades unjonism 
has the ear of the public and the law- 
making bodies where capitalist lobbies 
are unheard. Trades unionism supports 
its edicts with a mass and discipline 
rivaling any army ever under single 
command. It claims the right to sup- 
port unlawful positions by the printing 
press, and in court pleads guilty to 
unlawful policies asking what the court 
will do about it.” Clergymen Vie with 
demagogues in supporting “the holy 
cause of labor” even when supported 
by murder. The President said at Mil- 
waukee: “We will enforce the law 
against every one, high or low. Whether 
it be a,trust or a trades union the law 
will be enforced.”’ The sentiment was 
not uttered too soon, and it needs sup- 
port by those who have a truer esti- 
mate of the true, just, and honorable 
functions of: trades unionism than Mr.

‘ understand why ‘the jury 
Acquittal. in the Triangle fire case 
brought in the verdict it did, but will 
also see that it would have been extreme- 
ly difficult, if not impossible, for it to 
reach any other conclusion. 

The acquittal does not mean; as too 
many will assume, that in the opinion of 
the jurymen nobody wae to blame for this 
hideous diss that it was an unavoid- 
able ac¢cident, of what used to be called 
more often than nowadays ‘“‘a mysterious 
dispensation of Providence,” and as such 
to be acceptéd with resignation, What 
the yerdict really “means, as we under- 
stand it, is that the’ two men, Harris 
and BLANOK, were not guilty as charged. 

Betweén this and. not gulity at*all there 
is much more than a technical difference, 
and for what a large t of the public 
unquestionably co rs the unsatis- 
factory termination gf the trial it is at 
least possible ‘to plate the responsibility, 
not on ‘the court or the jury, but on the 
mistake of the prosecution in indicting 
the proprietors of the Triangle Company 
for a crime which they obviously had no 
intention. to commit. The natural in- 
clinpation, after a fire that cost 146 lives, 
was to seek the imposition of a com- 
mensuféte penalty upon those who, ob- 
viously, were more directly to blame for 
it than anybody else,: but in this case, as 
in so many of an analogous character, the 
attempt to. do more than the circum- 
stances, as viewed by the law, would 
warrant, resulted in the doing of noth- 
ing and a complete miscarriage of justice. 

To convict HaRRIs and BLANCK as in- 
dicted it waa necessary to prove that the 
fatal 3 was locked by their orders 
and that they were personally connected 
with and responsible for the death of the 
one particular victim who had been se— 
lected. from meny as the basis of the 
manslaughter charges. This was not 
done, and it hardly could have been done. 
Yet the result of the fire is in itself con- 
clusive proof that the conditions in the 
factory were desperately bad—that neces- 
sary precautions. had been habitually 
neglected. For this the proprietors were 
clearly .to blame, and had they been 
merely accused. of -violating the factory 
laws, either they would have been sent to 
jail or cheavily fined, or elee the inade- 
quacy df those laws ‘to serve their in- 
tended purpose would have been so plain- 
ly pr sear irony bab, as to. have brought about 
an immediate reform

As THE TIMES and other papers. are. work- 
ing ovértime to prove that ex-President Roose- 
velt is insincere in saying that he is not a 
candidate for President in 1912, some historical 
tacts may help the public to A conchusion. 

On election night when the then Pres!- 
dent felt assured of his triumphant election, 
he anMounced to the public, through The As- 
sociated Press, that he would not egain be a 
candidate after serving the térm for which he 
was electéd, That statement was repeated at 
different times during the term, but politicians 
opposed to him, both in and out of his party, 
sneered at’ the statement as insincere. They 
said he certainly would be a candidate before 
thé convention of 1908, and kept it up until 
the convention adjourned; but he was not a 
candidate and Mr. ‘Taft was nominated ly\ 
it was conceded, through the President’s influ- 
ence. At. the’ same time it was almost uni- 
versally believed that Roosevelt could have 
had the nomination haa he shown a desire 
for it. 

Having kept his word so far he went off to 
Africa on @ hunting tfip, in’ part, it was said, 
in order that Mr. Taft’s Administration should 
not be influenced by his presence in the coun- 
try. But thie did not satisfy his enemies; they 
at Once charged that it was part of a scheme 
to secure the nomination in 1912, and that at 
the proper time he would appear in the open. 
All along he hes stood by Dis declaration of 
1904, but it appears to do no good. He is 
accused of insincerity and double dealing, and 
now that the convention of 1912 is in sight the 
charge is repeated with renewed energy. He 
says he is not a candidate and desires that no 
friend of his shalt work for him. It is difficult 
to know what more he can do to prove his sin- 
cerity unless he commits syicide.

f Felix Weingartner’s Latest Com- 


position, First Heard in 


Vienna, Played Here: 


MUCH FREEDOM IN THE WORK 


His Musical Ideas Not Often. Impor- 
tant—Miss Parlow the Soloist 
of the Concert. 


The Philharmonic Society, at its concert 
last-evening, played for the first time in 
America Felix Weingartner’s third sym- 
phony, Op. 49, in E minor. It is his latest 
orchestral composition, and was first per- 
formed in Vienna, about a year ago while 
the composer was still at the head of the 
Imperial Opera House of that capital, 
from which he has éince retired. In the 
last ten years the Philharmonic Society 
has played much of Weingartner’s or- 
chestral music—his second symphony 
under Mr. Damrosch in 1902, his two 
symphonic poems, ‘ King Lear” and 
** Das Gefilde der Séligen,’”’ which he him- 
self conducted when he was one of the 
society's ‘‘ guest conductors” in 1904. 

None of this music has shown remark- 
able originality, or a great creative force, 
although there is in it more than respecta- 
ble talent and accomplished musicianship. 
Yet he is one whose utterances in ‘music 
will command attention and respect,’ He 
is a great conductor, and has the unusual] 
skill in the treatment of orchestra which 
— experience has necessarily taught 


He is ofie who has thought deeply about 
music, who has changed his mind and 
has not been afraid to gay so, and his last 
symphony is a reiteration of his belief 
that the symphonic form still offers all 
the freedom that the musician needs for 
self-expression. He has found ‘and used 
much freedom within it in the composi- 
tion of his work, which presents some 
new and striking features. It can hardly 
be said, however, that it discloses more 
than his other works, of a strongly cre- 
ative romans: and, indeed, it seems to 
stand below his second symphony in spon- 
taneity of invention. 

His musical ideas are not often impor- 
tant in themselves nor do they lend 
themselves to plastic or fruitful develop- 
ment. There is an —3z8 —— 
in the first movement, a theme of agree- 
able melodic form; but it yields singu- 
larly little: but emphatic and more em- 
phatic reiteration in more or less frag- 
mentary shape, and in some striking and 
often beautiful effects of orchestral col- 
or. And this can be. said of more of 
the themes that follow in the latter move- 
ments. 

‘Mr. Wintergartner uses a very large 
orchestra, with some _ unusilal inate. 
ments, and from it he has:derived some 
unusual and frequéntly beautiful — 
novel and ingenious, not by pil ing up 
his resources, but rather by subtle com- 
binations. It seems that Mr. bdo, ea 
ner like so many other composers, 
listened to the new tones that —

|Accident Due to Traffic Vibration 

Overhead, Experts Say—ReZairs 
Made Before Evening Rush. 


Two men were killed and one man nar- 
rowly escaped death in a cave-in of the 
Fourth Avenue subway excavation at 
fourth, Flatbush, and Atlantic Avenues, 
Brooklyn, early yesterday morning. The 
dead men are Thomas Williams of 124 St. 
John’s Place and Henry Cole of 17 East 
184th Street, Manhattan. John K. Lump- 
kin of 10 West Thirty-seventh Street, 
Manhattan, was buried in the mass of 
earth and débris,-and rescued from immi- 
nent death, éscaping with a few bruises 


a and shock. 


There were fifteen men at work in the 
bottom of the subway pit, almost ninety 
feet below the surface of the street, when 
the timber shoring began to creak. Piles 
of dirt fell down the sides of the embank- 
ment, and most of the men started to run 
for their lives, shouting an alarm to their 
comrades. 

Williams and Cole were working near a 
shaft at Atlantic and Fourth Avenues. 
This shaft was .well protected agains 
— dangers. The men knew this, and

thirty rescuers found Williams’ s body aft- 
er two hours’ search. Cole was found 
dead eight feet from the shaft. 

Reserves from the Bergen Street Station 
were called to keep back the large crowds 
that gathered at the scene of the accident. 
‘Members of Hook and Ladder Company 60 
rendered active service in the work of 
rescue. 

Experts in excavation work gave it as 
their opinion that the cave-in was caused 
by the vibration of Interborough Subwa 
and surface car traffic overhead, whi 
loosened the soft earth. beneath the 
wooden and iron supports used in shoring 
the sides of the street. The heavy press- 
ure of earth — the shoring. give way, 
it was said. T tunnel excavation -is 
about forty-five feet. beneath -the Inter- 
borough Subway in Brooklyn, and ‘is not 
far from the Long Island Railroad Sta- 
tion on Flatbush Avenue.

Meat Prices im 1911.

Clark Talks of Copper. 


Ex-Senator William A. Clark expressed 
himself yesterday on the present and fut- 
ure of the copper market. His views are 
the'same as those which have been’ heard 
from time to time recently when the pro- 
ducing interests have commented on the 
disappearance of the world’s large surplus 
supplies which has been going on steadily 
for the past eighteen months, but he goes

As the purchasers have now complied

Loans made to-day will carry borrowers 
over the first of the year, and, special in- 
terest attaches, therefore, to yesteMay’s 
indications that the year would close with 
the money market in a condition of very 
unusual-ease. Time money was still 
easier yesterday, and call loans, which 
wére again renewed at 3% per cent., did 
not at any time during the day command 
a higher rate than 4 per cent. Some loans, 
including the last made before the Stock

Except for thirty-day money, which was 
quoted at 4% per cent., money for practi- 
cally all maturities was obtainable yester- 
day at.4 per cent.
